Th.' last legislature by a practically 
unanimous vote submitted both 
questions. The voters should be sure 
to reaffirm the former vote by vot- 
inK for them again. 

It is hardly necesfary under the 
circumstances, to refer to the merits 
of the questions but a brief state- 
ment may refresh the minds of many 
who have lost sight of the arguments 
brought out when they were first 
adopted. The convicts have been 
worked succenfully on the roads in a 
great many States, aod^n no Com- 
monwealth where it has been tried 
ha'! it ever been abandoned. It 
cheapens the cost of road construc- 
tion more than half, and it alao good 
for tha health and moral well being 
of flbe convicts themselves and takes 
th^p I'Ut of compttition wit!ro-gan- 
ized labar in the manufacture of ar- 
ticles iathe pAitentttries. 

Under our present tax system the 
State is receiving less from intangi- 
ble property than the tax on dogs 
and it is believed tlwlt with the Con- 
stitution amended liatidreda of mil* 
lions of this kind of property can be 
*ound for caxation with a properly 
ormed statute. One of the clauses 
f this amendment provides that if 
t is adopted by the people that the 
new-revcnu - system devised by the 
following Legislature shall be sub- 
mitted to the people before it can 
I •ecome operative.

Then lower it to aliout O.'i ilc- 
grees and stay in the bath another 
hour. One may safely remain in 
the bath two hours if suffering with 
a really bad cold.

GRAIN DOCKS AT ANTWERP 



Centomplates Concentration of 
All CHyli Buainsss of That Par- 
tiaalar Peaerip t law. 

The " In, k of the concentration" 
ut ^Vntwerp was, by the action of the 
(ity authorities Just prior to the 
declaration of war, to have Uc^n a 
reality in 1916. The plan, comi ivcd 
ten years ago. is to concentrate at 
one great dock all tlie grain barges 
whi(^ serve as wardionses and the 
flouting elevators which furnish the 
lMi.-:incfis to .Xutwerp's 300 grain 
houses. These elevators, with eight 
new ones voted laat year, are twelve 
in number and are owned by the mu- 
nicipality. They are jineuiiiatic, 
with a lift of 100 fi'ct, and one cares 
for a cargo of 6,000 tons in about 
three days, which formerly detained 
a vessel there for fourteen days when 
liand labor wa.s eiiiiiloyed. Wilili' 
hostilities may perhaps set the work 
hack another decade, hope may he 
derived by Antwerp and other stric k- 
en cities by remembering how calam- 
ity often has a most stimulating ef- 
fect upon industry — as in such cases 
as San Francisco, BaUhnevi^ ate.—

AB Tagetabls matter such as sods 
aa4 was d s should be kept out of the 
road, aa they make a spongy surface 
wMoh rataina moisture. Clods are also 
objectionable, for they soon turn to 
doat or mnd, and for that raaaon 
roads ahottld narar ba worked whan 
dry or hard. Bowldera or loaa 
are equally objectionable If a 
aurfkca la to bo aecured. 

A apUt-log drag or aoma similar da* 
rice Is rery useful in maintaining the 
surface after auttabto'dhches and croas 
sections hsTs once been aecured. Thla 
drag can also be used to adrantaga^oa 
a grarel road as well as on an earth 
road. The principle larolred la drag- 
ging Is that clays and most heary aolls 
will puddle whtm wet and set rery 
hard when dry. The little attention 
that the earth road needs must be 
Kiren promptly and at the proper time 
If tho beet rnnults are to be obtained.

Waahinfton, Sept. 23.— Couniel 
for Union Pacific Railroad itock- 
holdera and others have filed a brief 
in the Supreme Court attackinK aa 
vBeonatitatloBnl the iaeome ux 
provisions of th* UBdcrwood*Sini- 
nons tariff law.
